RULES OF PROCEDURE 


According to RSA 40, the town Moderator determines the procedures to 
be used in Town Meetings. The Moderator determines the rules without 
regard to parliamentary or other procedural rules. The voters can overturn 
the Moderator’s rules at‘ any time, however. A motion to overturn the 
Moderator’s rules, or establish new rules, will always take precedence to 
other business which is already “on the floor”. 


So that you will know the ground rules by which we are maintaining 
order, these procedural rules are announced to you ahead of time. 


e The Moderator will read each article in its entirety before that article is 
considered. 

e There can be no discussion until there has been a motion under the article. 
(usually the first motion is to approve the article as it appears on the warrant) 

e All motions must be seconded by a different individual. 

e Discussion will only take place after a motion has been moved and seconded. 

e All discussion must take place only when called upon by the Moderator. You 
must have permission from the Moderator before you can speak. 

e When the Moderator recognizes you, standup, speak out loudly and announce 
your name before proceeding with your comments. 

e If you want to change a portion of a motion, you can do so by making an 
amendment. We will consider only one move to amend at any given time. 
When discussion regarding an amendment comes to a conclusion, the 
amendment will be voted upon. If the amendment passes we will then continue 
considering the original motion as it has now been amended. If the amendment 
fails, we will return to considering the motion in its form prior to the motion to 
amend. 

e  Asecret written ballot will be used on any article when requested by any 5 
voters in writing (RSA 40:4-a). 

e A vote will be re-tabulated by secret written ballot when requested in writing or 
orally by only 7 voters (RSA 40:40b). This action must be requested before we 








have already moved onto the next item of business. 


One final word of advice from your Moderator: If you want to get action 
from the Town Meeting, you have to make a motion. It’s okay to get up 
and ask a question or make a comment (as long as it’s relevant to what’s 
on the table), but if you want the Town Meeting to discuss and vote on 
your idea, you have to get it on the table with a motion. Let’s work 
together to have a successful and efficient meeting.

TOWN WARRANT 2015 — MINUTES [ABRIDGED] 


The Moderator, Don Johnson, opened Town Meeting on Saturday, March 14, 
2015, at 1:05 p.m. 


Moderator Johnson advised the meeting that the Freedom School District had 
raised and appropriated the total sum of $3,492,491.00 at their Annual Meeting held at 
the Freedom Elementary School on Monday, March 9, 2015 at 7:00 p.m. 


Moderator Johnson reviewed the Rules of Procedure and directed the meeting to 
Page 3 in this year's Town Report. 


Moderator Johnson introduced himself and the other election officials as follows: 
Carol Stansell and Pat McCoy, Supervisors of the Checklist, noting that Dan (“Bud”) 
Brooks, the third Supervisor, was not present, Libby Priebe, Town Clerk, John Ratigan, 
Town Counsel, Les Babb, Neal Boyle and Ernest Day, Jr., Selectmen, and election 
workers Rochelle Brooks, Chuck Brooks and Sue Brown, Deputy Town Clerk. 


Moderator Johnson presented an award to Alice (Meserve) Haslett for her fifty 
(50) years of service to the Town as a Ballot Clerk. Alice received a round of applause 
from the meeting.

Bruce Mailman, one of the Petitioners, spoke to the Article, stating that he had 
been a resident of Beach Club Drive for almost thirty years, noting that Beach Club Drive 
is approximately one-half mile long, does not have any culverts, and there are no 
drainage issues. He also noted that the Town has been plowing Beach Club Drive for 
fifteen years. The town receives about $35,000 each year from tax revenues. There is no 
through traffic on Beach Club Drive. The residents along Beach Club Drive perform 
annual maintenance to keep it in condition for the Town to plow during the winter. The 
cost of their annual maintenance at this point is approximately $1,000.00. 


Ned Kucera asked why this road wasn't already a town road.

As the contracts are 
coming due, the prices will be going up, as the ambulance company has been losing 
money at the current rates. Ossipee pays $565,000.00 and Effingham $96,000.00. If 
things move forward as planned, and all the towns vote in favor, Freedom's rate will 
jump from $37,250 to $75,988. If we were to establish our own ambulance service in 
Town, the cost would be around $300,000.00. The cost is better with more towns 
involved. 
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Carol Stansell asked which company the Contract would be with. Selectman 
Babb said it would be CarePlus. 


Anne Cunningham asked: what are we voting on? 


Selectman Babb said that the actual ambulance contract amounts would be voted 
on each year, as it would be placed in the budget going forward. All six towns have to 
vote to set in motion. 


Moderator Johnson noted that for this year, the current contract price is included 
in Article 7. This Article would grant the Selectmen the approval to go forward on the 
new contract and that this article 1s not asking for an appropriation this year.

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FREEDOM PUBLIC LIBRARY 
2015 Annual Report 


The Freedom Public Library has had another busy and successful year. 
Our biggest change this year was the hiring of Assistant Librarian 
Caroline Nickerson who serves as head of circulation, volunteer 
coordinator and teen librarian. She came to us with quite a bit of 
experience in libraries and is working on her Master’s in Library Science. 


Patron visits and circulation numbers were very similar to 2014, with 
13,661 library visits for an average of 1128 people through the doors 
each month. The library upgraded six of its computers and its wireless 
router for faster and more reliable connection. We added a texting 
interface as another way for patrons to communicate with us — and vice 
versa. Patrons with a valid library card are able to download audiobooks 
and eBooks free through the library. 2123 audios and books were 
downloaded this year, the same number as last year. 


Patrons were able to borrow passes providing free or reduced admission 
to five area museums and attractions thanks to the Friends of the Library. 
We continue to provide access to a number of research databases 
provided by the NH State Library and purchase subscriptions to two 
genealogy databases, HeritageQuest and Ancestry Library Edition. Our 
public access computers and free Wi-Fi draw many to the library. Several 
community groups regularly use our space for meetings. 


The Friends of the Library offered 5 programs for adults this year, some 
in conjunction with The Freedom Historical Society, and sponsored a 
field trip for the book club. The library also held three drop-in computer 
clinics and a series of Mah jongg classes. Mah Jongg enthusiasts met 
twice weekly for games throughout the year. The 2015 Winter Film 
Series was more popular than ever before with median attendance of 32 
people. This was our 10th annual film series and the 4th year that we 
offered a soup and bread supper following each movie. 


The library’s monthly pizza & movie nights continue to be a big draw. 
Again this year we provided activities for kids who come early from 
school with snacks paid for by a grant from the Rotary Club of Ossipee 
Valley. Other ongoing programs include weekly preschool storytimes, 
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monthly adult book club meetings and a year round children’s book club. 
We are starting to add teen activities during the school year. 


Starting this fall, every single class from Freedom Elementary began 
coming to the library monthly to borrow books and to be read to by the 
librarians. The preschool also came when the weather was warmer to 
attend our weekly preschool storytimes. We are so glad to see all the 
children here at the library. 


Summer was busy as usual. We hosted three professional children’s 
programs - one to kick off the Summer Reading Program and two during 
Old Home Week. Summer reading participation for children, teens and 
adults continued the upward trend and program participation was strong. 
The library offers 5 programs each week during the summer for children 
of all ages. We are proud to offer teen programming here in Freedom 
which is rare for a library and community of our size. 


We have over fifty volunteers who help in small ways and large with 
special projects, programs and at the front desk. Without them, we would 
never be able to do what we do here. We also are very grateful for the 
support of the Friends of the Library which provides funding for the 
extras as well as programming and volunteer support that help make this 
library the treasure it 1s. 


We stay in touch with the community through our e-newsletter, Facebook 
page, Teen Facebook page, website, and Freedom Column in the local 
newspapers. We encourage all Freedom residents — year round and 
seasonal — to get a library card and take advantage of all the resources 
available at our beautiful and welcoming library!

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FREEDOM FIRE & RESCUE 
Another busy year has come and gone. 


In 2015, Freedom fire-rescue responded to 309 calls for service. I would 
like to touch on a few of those calls. 


The spring, after a long cold snowy winter, turned out to be hotter and 
dryer than normal. Prolonged, very high fire danger days increased 
forest fires across the state. 


One was the Bayle Mountain fire in Ossipee. Freedom crews spent 

a week helping extinguish it. The cost of that fire was $180,000 and 
burned 275+ acres. Fortunately no one was hurt. The cause of the 

fire was determined to be an unattended campfire. The next fire, also 

in Ossipee, was in a campground and burned 7 acres, but also burned 
several campers and park model units. It was witnessed that a park 
model unit burns flat in less than 11 minutes. Freedom has campgrounds 
of this type. Memorial Day weekend had extreme fire conditions and a 
decision was made to suspend all open burning in the town of Freedom. 
Although not popular with some, having witnessed the Westward Shores 
Campground fire, it had to be done. Signs are now at the Public Safety 
Building and the Transfer station announcing the fire danger day. You 
can also get the fire danger day by calling the fire station or calling the 
State of NH Fire Weather at 1-866-643-4737, 7 days a week. 


We received our Lucas automated CPR device in March. We have used 
the device multiple times in the past year. It has allowed for a dramatic 
improvement in providing lifesaving patient care in a timely manner. 
The reason for this is personnel are not required to perform CPR, the 
device is doing it. Personnel are now able to provide care in less time. 


This year the department hired a grant consultant to assist with grants 
for certain equipment and trucks. Firefighter Kevin Wells has worked 
countless hours gathering information. He has completed and submitted 
a grant to the firefighter’s assistance grant program for a new fire engine. 
Kevin has worked with the grant consultant to assure all the information 
has been provided and accurate. If received, the grant is a 70% federal 
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portion and a 30% town portion for the total cost of the engine which is 
$448,000. We will continue to pursue grants for purchases to ease the 
burden on the taxpayers of Freedom. 


Fire permits are required from April Ist until there is significant snow 
cover. To obtain a permit, or if you have questions for the Fire-Rescue 
Department, please call 539-4261, or come by the station Monday 
through Friday 7 am to 3 pm. 


I would like to thank all department heads and employees for their 
cooperation and support and look forward to working for you in the 
future. I would also like to thank the town’s people for their continued 
support and look forward to their support for many years to come. 


And finally, I would like to thank the men and women of this department 
with whom I work with on a daily basis. The town’s people should be 
proud of these individuals who protect life and property on a daily basis 
and sacrifice time away from their families.

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of 

New Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands, work collaboratively 

to reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. 

To help us assist you, please contact your local Forest Fire Warden 

or Fire Department to determine if a permit is required before doing 
ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit 

is required for all outside burning, unless the ground is completely 
covered with snow. The ability to obtain fire permits on line was initiated 
in 2015. Approximately 120 towns participated in the online system 
with over 4,000 permits issued. To obtain a permit on line visit www. 
NHfirepermit.com.The New Hampshire Department of Environmental 
Services also prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are 
encouraged to contact the local fire department or DES at 603-271-3503 
or www.des.nh.gov for more information. Safe open burning requires 
diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s forest 
resources. For more information please contact the Division of Forests 
& Lands at (603) 271-2214, or online at www.nhdfl.org. 


This past fire season burned 661 acres which was the most recorded 
since 1989 when 629 acres burned. The fire season began in early 

April with the first reported fire occurring on April 8th. The largest 

fire was the 275 acre Bayle Mountain fire in Ossipee. This fire started 

on May Sth and burned for several days. The Bayle Mt. fire was also 
the largest individual fire in NH in over 25 years. There were also a 
number of other sizable fires in May which definitely kept NH’s wildland 
firefighting resources stretched to the limit. These larger fires increased 
the average wildland fire size to 5.12 acres. As usual our higher fire 
danger days correlated well with the days that there were fires actually 
reported. The statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers continues to 
operate on Class III or higher fire danger days. Our fire lookouts are 
credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures due 
to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. The towers fire spotting 
capability was supplemented by the NH Civil Air Patrol when the fire 
danger was especially high. Many homes in New Hampshire are located 
in the wildland urban interface, which is the area where homes and 
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flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 2015 
season threatened structures, and a few structures were burned, a constant 
reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should 
take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their home. 
Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and 
pine needles, and maintaining adequate green space around your home 
free of flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner 
recommendations are available at www.firewise.org. Please help 
Smokey Bear, your local fire department, and the state’s Forest Rangers 
by being fire wise and fire safe!

ONLY YOU CAN PREVENT WILDLAND FIRE 
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POLICE REPORT 


The Freedom Police Department had a good year in 2015. We always stay right 
around 3,000 calls for service. The biggest thing for me in such a small town 
is having knowledgeable, reliable officers who are available almost anytime. 
Sergeant Tyler and I are the only full-time officers on the Department. Full time 
means we get paid forty hours per week. I can assure you Sergeant Tyler and 
I are working well more than forty hours per week. I don’t recall the last day I 
had off when I wasn’t fielding a phone call or two from a citizen or another law 
enforcement officer or town official. Another issue that popped up in 2015 is 
the New Hampshire State Police is having staffing issues. What this means for 
the Freedom Police Department is we are getting called out a lot more in the 
middle of the night. I’m not complaining and nobody on my staff is either. I 
really feel quite lucky to have the Officers that I do especially in today’s day and 
age where police morale nationwide is extremely low. In 2015 in particular, I 
had several people thank me for being a police officer and making statements 
like, “I don’t know how you do it.” Statements like that are really appreciated 
and the support my department receives from its citizens has been outstanding. 


I would also like to thank my part-time officers as well. They have been critical 
in saving the Town money and have a great deal of experience. Corporal Jon 
Evans puts in many hours of work that are not compensated and works very 
hard. Corporal Evans is also our Animal Control Officer and has done an 
outstanding job with that. Officer Duchesne is the full-time Lt. for the Town 
of Ossipee and he will probably be the next Chief there. It is a great feeling 
when he is working for Freedom because I certainly do not have to worry about 
anything. Officer Wayne Valley is another full-time Ossipee Officer that works 
for Freedom part-time. Officer Valley is a very hard worker and I wish I could 
give him more hours. Officer Valley has expressed to me on a few occasions 
how much he loves working here. I also have to give a big thanks to Bob King 
and Ted Colby. Both are very experienced police officers and Officer King 
handles all of our prosecution and Ted has been extremely helpful with our 
computer system. 


This year I am requesting a new police cruiser. The oldest one that we currently 
have has just over 100,000 miles and I think we might be able to get at least 
another year out of it. I plan on keeping this car in service for the part-time 
officers to use until it gets too costly to repair. The new cruiser is a Ford Police 
Interceptor that is purchased through a state bid.

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TRANSFER STATION 


I know people get frustrated when the recycle can gets full. I also share 
in that frustration.

A second compactor for recycling has been explored. We are in the last 
year of a favorable contract with Pinetree Waste, and with the collapse of 
the recycling markets, look for the downward trend to continue. An 
investment of a compactor is not economically feasible at this time. At 
no time did I say I would like to do away with recycling. You see, I 

have to be the voice of Mother Earth and the tax payers that do not have 
a vote at town meeting. I will continue to look at ways to keep our 
environmental and fiscal impact as low as possible. 


Site Improvement 


A new fence and higher gates were installed at the transfer station this 
past spring. Not only does it look nice, but it also helps protect the 
town’s investments. You see, this past winter, a fire erupted in one of 
our compactors. Someone had climbed over the gates and disposed of 
live wood ashes into the hopper. Luckily for a snow storm, I came in 
early to plow and spotted it. With help from our fire department, the fire 
was extinguished quickly and with no damage to the compactor. This is 
the third such fire we have had due to improper disposal of wood ashes. 
Please ask where they should go before dumping. 


I would like to thank R.A. Oram. He volunteers many hours overseeing 
our hazardous waste day, making it a huge success for the town of 


Freedom.

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PLANNING BOARD SUBMISSION 
Annual Report 2015 


The Planning Board kept busy in 2015. We had three applications. We 
approved a two lot subdivision for a family trust in the rural residential 
district. The board acted on a site plan review for Camp Cody again this 
year—for additional cabins to reduce crowding in existing cabins. As a result 
of a suggestion by the selectmen’s representative Les Babb, the Camp Cody 
managers agreed to add retention trenches along the sides of the cabins to 
capture additional runoff from cabins and keep it from running into the lake. 


We are now working on an elderly housing subdivision proposed by 
Sherwood Forest LLC under Article 902 of the Freedom zoning ordinance. 
The intent of this article is to allow denser development to attract elderly 
housing to help seniors stay in Freedom when they no longer can remain in 
their homes. The proposal is for a condominium development of 18 single 
family homes on a ten-acre site. While this may seem dense, the application 
meets the requirements of Article 902 (zoning ordinance pages 44-46). The 
application is going through subdivision regulations that consider how the 
development of the site will work. The minutes of meetings recording the 
board’s discussions of these three applications—as well as all other topics 
the board considers—are on the town web site at http://townoffreedom.net/ 
freedom-planning-board/ Scroll down to see the minutes. 


We have also spent time planning. The board is working on an update to 
the master plan, which is mandated by the state. Its purpose is to “set down 
as Clearly and practically as possible the best and most appropriate future 
development of [Freedom], to aid the board in designing ordinances that result 
in preserving and enhancing the unique quality of life and culture of New 
Hampshire, and to guide the board in the performance of its other duties...” 
(NH RSA 674:2) 


The board conducted a survey of the community asking Freedom property 
owners and residents their views of Freedom’s future. We received over 
1000 responses! Thank you for taking the time to give us your views. The 
board received data that filled 310 pages and has been working to digest what 
the data say. We have a short version that provides answers to the survey 
questions and a longer version that shows significant differences between sub 
groups—seasonal and year round residents; those living on the water, with 
deeded access, and with no water access; and distance from the village (in/ 
within a mile of the village and greater than a mile). As you would expect, the 
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sub groups have different views. The board is working to understand these 
differences and will use the data to create a vision of Freedom’s future that will 
inform the master plan. The top level and detailed reports are on the website 
at http://townoffreedom.net/freedom-master-plan/ Again, please scroll down 
to see these reports. This summer—when we have the opportunity to reach 
both summer and year round residents—the planning board will present the 
results. Please attend!!! 


Lastly, I would like to thank the board members who worked so diligently 
this year: Peter Park, Vice Chair, Paul Elie, Bill Elliott, Jean Marshall, 
Maynard Thomson, and Les Babb, Selectmen’s representative. I also thank 
the planning board alternate Pam Keith and selectmen’s alternate Ernie Day 
as well as Dianne Park, our recording secretary who makes great sense out of 
complex conversations. Although she has left for a new position in Madison, 
my thanks go to Linda Farinella, for her support and to Janice Zecher, who has 
taken her place to provide great support.

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ZONING OFFICER 


One topic which often raises its head in zoning matters is erosion. In the 
Freedom Zoning Ordinance, the pages dealing with the Shore Front District 
attempt to limit erosion. The clarity of our surface waters strongly influences 
the enjoyment and economic value of our properties. What can zoning do to 
reduce erosion and what can we do as individuals? 


In general, the ordinance requires leaving trees and brush or grass in place 
within 75 ft of the high water for all lakes and ponds over 10 acres and the 
Ossipee River. One 6 ft wide path is allowed for access each 100 ft of frontage. 
Some cutting is allowed when sufficient cover remains. Dead, unhealthy, or 
dangerous trees can be removed. In all cases, permits are required. See the 
zoning ordinance or Zoning Officer for details. 


In situations where construction or any kind of land disturbance will take 
place, short and long term erosion control measures must be put in place. 
Appropriate practices are discussed at application time. References are 
available at the Town office or from the Zoning Officer, the DES, UNH 
Extension Service, local landscapers, or try the internet. 


Shore front property owners, in particular, can take ownership of erosion 
control by reducing or eliminating runoff on their properties. This can mean 
using a dripline infiltration trench, infiltration steps, a rain barrel or any of 
several means as illustrated and explained in “New Hampshire Homeowner’s 
Guide to Stormwater Management”, WD-11-11, DES. A “Homeowners 
Guide to Protecting Water Quality “ is available from the Green Mountain 
Conservation Group or at the Town office. 


Why reduce and prevent erosion? Sediment, fertilizer, pesticides ,herbicides, 
other chemicals, all smother or contaminate fish, invertebrates, plants, and 
microorganisms. When these die in large numbers, significant amounts of 
oxygen are taken out of the water. These processes and trash, failing septic 
systems, household chemicals, and boat or vehicle oil & gas all contaminate. 
This lowers water quality, property values, and enjoyment of the lake. 


Hopefully we will all do our part to keep our surface waters clean.

e Granted a special exception to allow Mr. & Ms. Harris Jr. 
to cut trees and construct a home in the Shore Front 
District. 

¢ Granted a special exception approving Mr. & Ms. Tentindo 
erosion control plan which 1s located in the Shore Front 
District. 

¢ Granted a special exception to allow Mr. Galloway to 
replace an existing retaining wall in the Shore Front 
District. 


Special exceptions are uses that must meet criteria outlined in the 
zoning code. One application was withdrawn from the board.

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2015 BUILDING CODE REPORT 


Building was off to a slow start this year but came back full force 
in May, surpassing last year’s permits. 


Last year was a tough year for the building trade with the cold and 
snow starting early and lasting late into the spring. This made for a very 
busy summer for the contractors. 


As of October Ist this year, building permits exceeded that of the 
entire year last year which was 138 for the year to 140 this year. Fees are up 
$18,079.05 this year over $13,614.55 last year. The value of construction 
is up from $3,207,700.00 last year to $5,181,150.00. Housing starts were 
up 16 houses over last year’s 9 houses. 


I hope this is an indication of greater things to come. 


This is year seven as your Building Inspector and as always, it has 
been a pleasure.

Our largest undertaking this year has been the required 10 year update 
and revision of the Stewardship Plan, and completion of our own 
Wildlife Habitat Plan. Both are in their final stages, with an opportunity 
for public input soon to be announced. 


Over the past ten years, we have moved to transform an abused property 
into a sustainable forest, with the promise of forest regeneration; the 
promotion of wildlife, and it’s habitat; and managed the property with a 
mind for recreational enjoyment, with a marked and maintained network 
of trails. 


To summarize the state of our Town Forest, P’1l quote Steve Walker of 
DRED (Department of Resources and Economic Development) after our 


10" annual Easement Monitoring and Inspection Report. 


“A lot of work on the part of many people has gone into turning the 
property into a land conservation showpiece”.

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FREEDOM AQUATIC INVASIVE SPECIES 
COMMITTEE (FAISC) 


New Hampshire attracts visitors — both domestic and international — from 
many areas and our lakes and streams are a key attraction. Invasive 
species are becoming a significant challenge throughout the country 

and we have not escaped this serious threat to our environment and our 
economy. Here on the Ossipee lake system, we are currently focused on 
variable milfoil — an aquatic invasive plant that is remarkably adaptable. 
Left unchecked this nonnative species will spread dramatically as it 

has no native plant that it competes with. Complete eradication is all 
but impossible so our work deals with minimizing current infestations 
through active management and employing preventative measures to 
reduce the risk of new infestations. 


Unfortunately, other invasive species are knocking on our doorstep 

(e.g. in the southern part of New Hampshire there are several water 
bodies with Asian Clams — a species with no effective mitigation 
practice) so we must remain vigilant. This is our second full year as a 
separate committee as previously we operated as a subcommittee of the 
conservation commission. The focus of this group remains the control of 
aquatic invasive species in our water bodies. 


Human activity is believed to be the primary mechanism for the 
spreading of variable milfoil. Therefore, educating all of our water body 
users is essential to our work. In order to take a more proactive approach 
to the problem of invasive species, we again applied for and received a 
Lake Host grant, from New Hampshire Lakes Association, that allowed 
us to conduct boat inspections and provide education to visitors of Lake 
Ossipee and its bays. In addition, we received a very generous donation 
from Gerard Costantino which allowed for expanded coverage of the 
boat ramp (going from 2 to 4 days a week). Through the support of 
Kevin Price, owner of Ossipee Lake Marina, and his general manager 
Tim Kupka, we were able to conduct 963 boat inspections last summer at 
this location! We would like to especially thank Nancy Johnson who was 
our paid Lake Host for 2015. 
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One of the most enjoyable aspects of our FAISC efforts is being on the 
lakes and ponds as we: 


* Conduct surveys to look for new infestations and to characterize 
existing milfoil sites. 


* Work with contractors as we help them to prioritize the work and 
ensure local support. 


* Respond to calls from citizens who may have identified an invasive 
species. 


We continue to work closely with the milfoil groups of Effingham and 
Ossipee to communicate what we are doing as well as to learn from 
their progress. Since several infestations now cross town boundaries, 
coordination is critical. 


Once again in 2015 we took a dual path approach to milfoil control: - 


e Diver Assisted Suction Harvesting (DASH) - services provided by New 
England Milfoil 


* Herbicide treatment - services provided by Aquatic Control Technologies 


DASH efforts began in the June timeframe and continued through 
October as we worked a number of areas in Middle Danforth, the channel 
to Upper Danforth, Upper Danforth (a.k.a. Huckins Pond), the Ossipee 
River and near the Ossipee Lake Marina. A total of 11 days of work 
was completed. 


In June we did a herbicide treatment that included 12 acres of Middle 
Danforth and Upper Danforth (Huckins Pond). 


Feedback from lake abutters has been positive towards all of this work. 
A number of residents are again able to use their swimming areas due to 
the significant reduction of variable milfoil. 


We were fortunate to receive NHDES grants again this year to 
supplement out local funding sources, although the state match this year 
was only 25% of spend. As a result, voters of Freedom increased town 
spending for 2015. 
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Total spending is summarized as follows: 
¢ $6,500. Town budget 
¢ $1,500. Milfoil Trust Fund (approved at town meeting) 
¢ $10,722.62 Milfoil gift account spend (citizens and businesses) 
° $482.19 Admin. 
¢ Total Spend = $19,204.81 


Given the depletion of the gift account, we made a concerted effort to 
replenish those funds though a letter appeal to citizens. We are happy to 
report that we raised over $7,000. from a number of supporters (which 
will be available for the 2016 season). Thank you very much!!

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HERITAGE COMMISSION OF FREEDOM, NH 
Annual Report for the year 2015 (12/14/15) 


This Commission was established at the March 2009 Town Meeting for 
the purpose of researching and recording the history of buildings and 
land features in the Town of Freedom, NH, offering education to the 
public and responding to the Town’s Board and private organizations and 
individuals on their questions regarding these matters. 


The seven members and five alternates meet five times a year to report, 
plan and transact formal business of the Commission. Agenda and 
approved meeting minutes are available on the Town Web Site and in 
printed form at the Town Office. The public is always welcome at these 
meetings and to participate in the activities. 


The real work is done by members, associates and friends outside of the 
meetings. We have a list of projects that will take years to accomplish. 
During 2015 our efforts were focused on: 


- We arranged for purchase and placement of bronze plaques 
designating State Historical status of Town Hall (approved in 
2014), Town Office (approved in 2011), and the Masonic Lodge 
(approved in 2013). 


- Inventories of sites are available digitally through the Freedom 
Historical Society. The Commission will continue to work 
with Town Administration on a procedure to have research 
information available to all on the internet. 


- The Commission was available as a resource in the research for 
and application of the Village Store to be placed on the State 
Registry of Historical Places as it was being worked on by a 
college student intern as a class project. Results are expected 
in 2016. The Commission will participate in plans to modify/ 
remove existing buildings. 


- On the first Sunday afternoon of OHW Alan Fall and Gale 


Morris presented a visual history of original town resident, 
David Burbank who migrated to California and originated a town 
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using his name. This presentation was the first in a new venture 
to present “Less Told Stories of Freedom”. 


- In cooperation with the Historical Society our members Carol 
Foord and Alan Fall conducted a very successful walking tour of 
Elm St. from the school to the Town Square during OHW. 

* The death of Carol on 12/25/15 is a substantial loss to the 
Freedom community and this Commission
